OPINION RENDERED
ON BEERDEÜVERIES

Atty. Gen. Decides Brewery Can
Deliver None After Election

Result is Announced.

Columbia, Oct. 1.-The attornej
genii ral'a ofllce has rendered an
opinion that the breweries In Char-
lesion can not sell boer lo tho dis¬
pensarlo» after the rosuH pt UH* pro¬
hibition election bas boon declared
by tho date board of canvassers. Tlic
opinion was written by Fred U, Dom¬
inick, assistant attorney general, tip-
on request of John Marshall, secre¬
tary of tho Charleston county dispen¬
sary board. Tho opinion was given
with reference to tho (.. rmanls
Brewing company.
"In reply thereto," says the opin¬

ion," I will say that t e prohibition
act, in Section 4 thereof, provides thui
no liquor shall hp bought or con
traded for or receive! by any coun¬
ty diis»vnsary board after thc Te-
:;ult of said election ls declared bj
tho state board of canvassers.
"Under Section 8.Vj of thc crimina

colo or 1912, which section refer;
to tho manufacture and sale of liquoi
by distillerie» and beer by breweries
it is provided 'that such manufactur¬
ers shall not sell such IhiuorB ant
beverages to any person, firm or cor
porution within tho limits of thli
state, except to county dispensar:
board. '

"it will bo seen from tho provision!
of law quoted that the brewery car
only sell to the county dispensar:
board cannot buy, contract for or re
ceivo any liquor, which, «if course
will include beer, after tie result o

tlio election ls declared by tho statt
board of canvassers.

"I am of tho opinion that this pro
vision of tho prohibition act will ap
ply to a brewery that has been llcons
od in tills state in tiie same manne
as to any brewery outside of tin
state. In other words, that after th
result of tho election has been de
dared by tho state lwiard of canvas
sers tho county dispensary board ha:
no power or authority, under thc law
In my opinion, to buy, contract for o
receive any liquor or beor from an;
source whatsoever."
